I  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  City  for  1969 

The  past  decade  has  seen  the  publication  of  many  reports  from  various  sources  on  the  organisation  of  the 
National  Health  Service,  and  this  year  it  was  the  turn  of  Local  Government  to  be  reviewed  by  a  Royal 
Commission  under  Lord  Redcliffe  Maud 

Locally  one  has  grown  used  to  the  term  "amalgamation"  which,  however,  is  likely  to  remain  a  mirage 
for  the  foreseable  future  with  this  extensive  urban  area  divided  artificially  into  three  separate  Boroughs 
Therefore  one  continues  to  follow  the  usual  pattern  of  activity  in  the  Health  Department,  knowing  that  our 
structure  is  more  relevant  to  the  past  than  the  present  We  play  no  part  in  the  provision  and  functioning 
of  the  Personal  Health  Services  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  at  a  local  level,  and  this  report  deals 
mainly  with  environmental  conditions  within  the  City.  In  addition  comment  is  offered  on  the  vital  statistics 
of  the  area  as  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  as  well  as  on  the  prevalence  of  infectious  disease

The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  was  50  greater 
than  the  previous  year’s  figure 


This  was  26  in  excess  of  the  previous  year's  figure 


Using  the  comparability  factor,  the  birth  rate  continued 
to  remain  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which 
this  year  was  1  6  3 

This  figure  was  14  less  than  the  previous  year’s  total.  As 
a  percentage  of  the  total  births  it  gave  a  figure  of  6  1  which 
was  less  than  the  national  average  of  8  0  Two  illegitimate 
children  died  during  the  first  year  of  life 

The  Still  Birth  rate  of  100  per  ,1,000  total  births 
compared  favourably  with  the  national  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  of  13  0 

The  infant  mortality  was  14.0  per  1,000  live  births.  The 
trend  of  recent  years  has  been  for  the  local  rate  to  be  well 
below  the  national  figure  for  England  and  Wales  which  this 
year  was  18,0 

Included  in  the  total  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  were 
9  who  died  within  the  first  month  of  life 

This  figure  combines  the  stiii  births  and  neonatal  deaths 
during  the  first  week  of  life,  being  a  measure  of  the  hazard 
of  child  birth  and  genetic  influences  during  intrauterine 
growth. 

The  rate  is  calculated  on  the  total  births  (iive  and  still) 
and  gave  a  figure  of  17.7  compared  with  the  national  figure 
of  23,0

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Investigation  of  an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  is  now  a  rare  occurrence  but  one  must  be  prepared  to 
mobilise  the  public  health  inspectorate  to  this  task  as  necessary.  Cases  of  food  poisoning,  dysentery  and 
infective  jaundice  are  visited  routinely. 


Infective  Jaundice 

Over  the  year  there  were  37  notifications  -  the  highest 
number  of  notifications  occurred  in  February  and  June  with 
6  respectively. 

Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  17  cases  notified 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  6  cases  were  notified,  evenly  divided  between  pre 
school  and  school  children. 

M  easles 

This  infection  was  prevalent  in  the  early  months  of  the 
year  and  as  usual  accounted  for  the  majority  of  notifications 
of  infectious  disease.  The  only  means  of  preventing  this 
infection  becoming  epidemic  again  lies  in  more  widespread 
use  of  the  vaccine  now  generally  available  on  request  from 
family  doctors  and  at  Child  Health  Clinics, 

Dysentery 

Two  cases  were  notified.  The  tendency  for  some  past 
years  has  been  for  a  falling  incidence  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
trend  will  continue. 

M  en  ingitis 

Two  notifications  were  received  and  both  recovered  follow 
ing  hospital  treatment. 

T  uberculosis 

New  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  numbered  18 
while  3  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  detected 
There  was  one  death  directly  attributable  to  Pulmonary 
disease,  and  three  patients  on  the  Register  died  as  the  result 
of  other  illnesses  unrelated  to  Tuberculosis. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  persons  on  the 
Tuberculosis  Register  had  fallen  to  198,  being  9  less  than 
the  total  at  the  same  time  in  1968 

H  ousing 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 

All  large  areas  of  unfit  properties  in  the  district  have  been 
dealt  with  by  the  Department,  but  the  Temple  Street  area 
comprising  some  62  houses  which  it  had  been  hoped  would 
have  been  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  was  deferred  with  the  request  that  the  Council 
consider  Compulsory  Purchase  rather  than  Closing  Order 
procedure, 

A  small  area  comprising  8  houses  was  accepted  by  the 
Health  Committee  as  a  Clearance  Area.  A  further  3  houses 
were  found  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  Closing  Orders 
were  approved. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Housing  Act  1961  (Houses 
in  multiple  occupation)  although  Public  Health  Inspectors 
carried  out  39  visits  over  the  year. 

Food  Hygiene  The  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  3,630  visits  to  various 

premises,  mobile  shops  and  Market  stalls  where  food  was 
produced  or  on  sale  to  the  public. 

Persuasion  and  education  of  those  involved  in  the  trade 
remains  the  prior  aim  of  the  Inspectorate  and  in  only  one 
case  was  legal  proceedings  at  the  Magistrates  Court  necessary 
for  contravention  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations, 
1960. 

A batement  of  A tmospheric  Pollution  Progress  was  maintained  under  the  Council's  general  plan 

to  extend  the  area  of  the  City  subject  to  Smoke  Control 
Orders.  Some  3,000  dwellings  were  inspected  and  included 
in  an  order  which  will  eventually  raise  the  percentage  of 
properties  in  the  area  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders  to 
over  60%, 

Under  the  powers  conferred  by  this  Act,  224  general 
inspection  of  premises  was  carried  out 

At  the  end  of  the  period  under  review  the  total  number 
of  premises  registered  was  440  and  53  new  registrations, 
mainly  shops,  had  been  accepted. 

During  the  year  5  accidents  were  notified  to  the  Department 
but  investigation  showed  none  to  be  serious,  or  due  to 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  employer 

Radioactive  Substances  Act,  1960,  Within  the  district  6  users  of  Radioactive  Substances  are 

registered,  4  of  these  for  industrial  use. 

Rodent  Control.  Treatment  of  sewers  by  baiting  showed  only  one  take 

in  369  manholes  so  that  one  can  be  reasonably  certain  that 
the  main  sewerage  system  remains  free  from  rodent  infestation 
The  total  number  of  properties  inspected  during  the  year 
was  1,413,  and  approximately  in  one  third  of  the  cases,  was 
suspected  infestation  confirmed  and  treated

The  district  nurse  attends  the  home  of  a  patient 
at  the  request  of  the  family  doctor  to  whose  practice  she  is  attached, 

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

Midwives  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  provide  maternity  services  in  conjunction  with  medical 
practitioners  to  whose  practices  they  are  attached.  They  also  provide  post-natal  nursing  in  the  home  of  mothers 
who  have  necessarily  been  discharged  early  following  a  hospital  confinement, 

'DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

Domestic  help  service  may  be  provided  in  households 
person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  sub 
school  age,  but  only  where  there  is  no  abie  bodied  person  in  the 
household  duties. 

'NIGHT  AND  EVENING  SERVICE 

Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden  or  housebound  and  have  no  one  to 
assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and  includes  the  provision  of  a  light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to 
fires.  Night  service  is  provided  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are  exceptional  circumstances, 
for  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are  living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night 
In  some  cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a  week  to  give  relief  to  relatives 

'FAMILY  WELFARE  SERVICE. 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parents'  consent,  in  households  where  the  habits,  behaviour  and 
standards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much  below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live 
The  three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  families,  to  improve  the 
welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the  families  tbgether  and  prevent  their  breakup  Intensive  training  for  a 
period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a  follow-on  service  for  nine  months  In  families  where 
there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental  sub-normality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period  of 
three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the  youngest  child  reaches 
compulsory  school  age. 

'FAMILY  CARE  SERVICE, 

After  consultation  with  the  Children's  Department,  this  service  is  provided  for  the  short  term  care 
of  children  in  their  own  homes  during  the  absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital,  for  illness 
or  confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances.  Help  is  given  only  to  families  where  care  of  at  least  two 
children  is  involved  and  the  period  of  service  is  limited  to  three  months.

WATER. 


The  local  Water  Works  are  controlled  by  the  Medway  Water  Board. 

The  water  supply  for  the  Strood  area  is  on  the  North  side  of  the  River  Medway  and  its  source  is 
from  chalk  wells  in  and  around  Strood. 

The  source  of  the  supply  for  the  rest  of  the  City  to  the  South  of  the  River  is  from  wells  in  the 
chalk  and  greensand  in  Chatham  and  the  surrounding  district. 

Both  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  have  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

44  samples  of  treated  water  i  e.,  22  from  the  Strood  supply  and  22  from  the  Chatham  supply  were 
sent  to  the  Public  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  examination  Also  at  monthly  intervals,  samples  of  the 
raw  and  treated  water  were  bacteriologically  examined  at  the  Medway  Water  Board's  Laboratory  and  copies 
of  the  results  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  All  samples  were  satisfactory. 

There  are  17,719  dwelling  houses  and  a  population  of  55,810  supplied  from  public  water  mains  direct 
to  the  houses.

SWIMMING  POOL 

This  is  a  200,000  gallon  open-air  pool  owned  by  the  Local  Authority.  It  is  filled  from  the  town's 
drinking  supply  and  the  water  is  changed  regularly  once  a  year  and  at  other  times  when  considered  necessary; 
it  is  topped  up  as  required,  usually  after  back  flushing.  The  water  is  chlorinated  and  a  Patterson  Filtration 
plant  (pressure  type)  is  in  use  Alum  and  Soda  Ash  are  used  to  form  a  coagulent  and  to  increase  the  alkalinity. 
A  daily  check  is  made  for  residual  chlorine  content  and  pH  value.  For  this  purpose  a  Lovibond  Comparator 
is  used.  Samples  are  taken  from  time  to  time  for  bacteriological  examination,  this  year  there  were  20  such 
examinations  and  all  were  satisfactory.  A  total  of  77  visits  were  made  to  the  pool  during  the  season. 

In  addition  18  sampleswere  taken  from  school  swimming  pools  and  on  examination  proved  satisfactory. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

There  have  been  minor  additions  to  the  overall  foul  and  surface  water  systems  by  the  adoption  of 
a  road  serving  a  small  housing  development.  Apart  from  this  the  only  other  works  were  in  connection  with 
the  major  schemes  which  have  been  in  progress  during  the  past  three  years. 

During  the  year  21  existing  houses  were  connected  to  the  sewer  and  21  cesspools  abolished 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  under  the  control  of  the  City  Surveyor  and,  at  the  present  time,  is 
collected  once  a  week  and  dealt  with  by  controlled  tipping.

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F  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1969. 

TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ROCHESTER. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  sixth  annual  report  of  the  environmental  health  services  of  the  City 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1969, 

It  again  gives  me  satisfaction  to  record  that  there  has  been  a  full  and  unchanged  establishment  of 
Public  Health  Inspectors  throughout  the  year.  Such  continuity  enables  knowledge  gained  of  the  City  to  be 
coupled  with  experience  to  the  benefit  of  all. 

Housing. 

After  the  tremendous  amount  of  work  which  the  department  had  put  into  the  inspection  preparation  of 
reports,  representation  and  detailing  of  principal  grounds  of  unfitness  of  houses  in  the  Temple  Street  Clearance 
Areas,  it  was  disappointing  to  learn  curing  the  year  that  the  Minister  of  Housing  ana  Local  Government  had 
not  confirmed  the  Orders 

Eight  houses  in  Cuxton  Road,,  Strood  were  inspected,  found  to  be  unfit  and  included  in  a  Clearance 
Area,  which  now  awaits  the  Minister's  confirmation 

Closing  Orders  were  placed  on  three  houses  and  part  Closing  Orders  on  six  houses  One  voluntary 
undertaking  to  make  fit  a  part  of  a  dwelling  was  accepted  and  seven  Closing  Orders  were  determined, 

The  demolition  of  premises  in  the  Burritt  Street/Princes  Street  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  continued 
and  one  hundred  and  thirty  e^ght  houses  were  cleared  In  addition  one  hundred  and  eight  Council  owned 
prefabricated  bungalows  in  King  Arthurs  Drive  and  Warren  Wood  Estate  were  demolished 

The  Housing  Act,  1969  came  into  operation  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  and  eighty  three  applications 
for  Qualification  Certificates  were  received  This  Act  enables  controlled  tenancies  of  houses,  which  satisfy  the 
standard  laid  down,  to  be  converted  into  regulated  tenancies  with  fair  rents  fixed  by  the  Rent  Officer. 
This  action  should  not  only  prevent  tne  further  decay  of  houses  which  possess  all  the  amenities  but  also 
encourage  owners  to  improve  and  repair  dwellings  with  the  knowledge  that  they  will  eventually  receive  a 
reasonable  return  on  their  investment. 

Food  Hygiene  and  Inspection 

The  inspection  of  food  premises  takes  a  major  part  of  inspectorial  time  and  nearly  four  thousand  visits 
were  made  to  the  many  varied  premises.  Much  of  the  work,  discussions,  education,  advice,  examination  of  plans 
of  new  premises  etc.,  cannot  properly  be  shown  in  the  statistical  total  of  visits  A  measure  of  success  can 
however  be  drawn  from  what  could  be  termed  our  one  failure  at  health  education  when  legal  proceedings 
had  to  be  taken  against  one  shopkeeper  for  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960 
The  number  of  food  premises  and  persons  registered  under  the  Rochester  Corporation  Act,  1936, 
continued  to  rise. 

Pest  Control. 

Shortage  of  staff  owing  to  illness  prevented  the  setting  up  of  a  system  of  permanent  baiting  points  around 
the  boundary  of  the  City  whereby  it  was  hoped  to  contain  and  reduce  rat  infestations  Once  more  treatment 
of  the  sewers  confirmed  a  very  minor  infestation  when  only  one  manhole  out  of  the  three  hundred  and 
sixty-nine  baited  showed  evidence  of  rats. 

The  continued  control  of  feral  pigeons  again  showed  benefits 

Atmospheric  Pollution, 

During  the  year  some  three  thousand  dwellings  were  inspected  in  the  proposed  fifth  smoke  control 
area  within  the  City.  The  Council  made  the  Order  on  29th  July,  with  the  proposed  operative  date  as  1st 
October,  1970.  However,  a  probable  shortage  of  solid  smokeless  fuels  may  make  it  necessary  to  defer  the 
operative  date  to  1st  October,  1971.  It  is  hoped  that  next  year  will  see  an  overall  improvement  in  the  whole 
of  the  fuel  supplies  situation, 

Factories,  Offices  and  Shop  Premises, 

Factory  inspections  do  not  often  show  contraventions  of  the  Act  or  Regulations  and  in  the  main  our 
assistance  lies  in  advice  and  recommendations  regarding  plans  of  new  buildings  and  extensions 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  all  registered  premises  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act  had  received  at  least  one  general  inspection.  A  special  effort  was  directed  towards  those  occupiers  who 
through  ignorance  or  indifference  remained  unregistered.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  overall  standard 
of  compliance  with  the  Act  in  all  premises  was  high,  and  any  matters  requiring  attention  were  remedied  by 
informal  action. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to 
Dr.  McWilliams,  to  my  Deputy,  Mr.  Lane,  to  members  of  the  Health  Department  staff  and  colleagues  in  other 
Departments  all  of  whom  have  helped  and  assisted  me  throughout  the  year.
